Sooul advices to tho “ Mainichi" sity’ 
that Pak’ Yongho, ox-Minister of the 
Imperial Houschold Departmont, has been 
sentenced to ono year's exile on a charge of 
having violited the Peace Preservation 
Regulations, He was to he sent to 
Quelpart island to-day, via Chemulpo, 

Tho “Seoul Press” states that, according 
to an’ official report from Police-Ins- 
pector Tida, tho situation at Chookeili, 
Kyoughi province, is becoming moro and 
more threatening and that insurgents 
Bro scomingly distriduling inflammatory 
circulars in the vicinity in order to 
enlist rocruits. Rioters are assembled at 
To-hyon, Chongkio and s few other 
villages of Lichon District, Tho district 
Betwoen Suwon and Chookeili ia also 
haunted by hoities of rioters and is in auch 
® dangerous state thnt a amall posse af 
Police cannet venture there. It is stated 
that Hoters aro still lingering in Yangeh! 
District, and that tho military has begun 
to tako Suppressive measures agninst them. 
The mansion of Mr Song Phongehun in 
that district iy guarded by fificen policemen 
undor commund of Police-Sergeant Sukaino- 
to. .Tho Aduchi detachment which left 
Choongju on the 22nd inst., a9 way pre- 
viously arranged, rived at Chong- 
peong, North Choongchong province, on 
tho following day. . Having shot down 
a fow rioters the rest wore all scattered. 
The poerceful residents also disappeared 
together with tho rioters. At 6.30 a.m. 
the Japanese advanced to Chechon whero 
thoy reocived a few shots from the natives, 
They, however, forced their way into the 
fown «nd offected cobnection with tho 
Nishimura detachmeut which was already 
in occupation of the town. ‘Tho Nishimurg 
dete-ument hadanet with some resistance 
fro the rioters before they succeeded in 
gnining the town, The¥ Killed soveral of 
tho rioters and burned tho ‘latter's provi- 
sions. The Corean caaualties in that direc- 
tion were £0 troops and 10 euipyong 
(voluntecrs) killed. Tho number of 
the wounded is unknown.  Fifteon 
old style rifles wore enptured but thoy 
wore all partly burned, Our casualty was 
one slightly wounded, the man belonging 
to the Niskimura Company. It is stated 
that Chechon was the headgnarters of the 
insurgents, « number of peaceful people 
thero taking sides with thom. A moat was 
dug. by them on tho height 200 metres 
north of the town and some defensive 
worlta were prepared. Tt was suspected 


that there were still some insurgents 
hiding ix that place and the preator 
portion «f the houses were reduced ta 
ashes by the Japanese detachments. The 
rioters who had been stationod at Cho. 
chon since the 22nd just. numbered 
about six hundred, of whom 18) were 
troops. Thoy declare they will occupy 
Choongju. The bulk of” these riotous 
Coreans are said to ba quartered in. the 
groves on both sidos of a neighbouring 
mountain. Aunothor Japanese detachment 
which tuld off to Chinju, South 
Kyongsang province, reached its destina- 
tion at Bp.m. on the 24th inst. At that 
timotho Corean mutineers hadalready heard 
ofthe approach of the Ji apanese troops and 
had heen distributing cartridges among 
themsulves and their followers, The Japa- 
nese at once opened a vigorous fire and 
succeeded in completely overcoming them. 
Daring tho following morning all arms in 
Possession of the insurgents were brought 
in,
